G. R. Sterling, Supervisor Soil Conserva- 
tion and Weed Control does not recommend 
this practice.

The only seeds to be destroyed will 
be those that happen to be lying on small 
bunches of straw or stubble. As most of the 
seeds are small and heavy in relation to ‘their 
size, they will shake through the straw and 
lie on the surface of the soil.

The recent study in Great Britain 
showed that, in the last 450 years, little 
change has occurred in, Britain’s gvpsy 
population.

In Canada, the tra- 
ditional British salutation prevails, namely 
“Your. Worship,” 

The mark of respect thus aceorded the 
chief magistrates of our cities and towns 
derives from the meliuwed pages of history 
and serves to remind us of the unbroken link 
between the municipal governments of today 
and their early counterparts of long cen- 
turles ago,

Ranch-Raised Mink 
Boost Value Of 

es 
Fur Production 

Raw fur production in Alberta 
for 1951-52 totalled $4,492,375. This 
includes both ranch-raised animals 
and wild animals which were trap- 
ped. 

In the year ending June 30, there 
were 2,065,427 wild animals trap- 
ped in Alberta, valued at $1,765.- 
849. Ranch-raised animals, during 
the year ending August 31, yielded 
152,232 pelts, their value being 
$2.726,527. 

The high value of ranch fur pro- 
duction was due mainly to the 112,- 


890 ranch-raised standard mink. 
They were valued at $1,806,240, 


while 34,438 mutation minks had a 
value of $860,950. Wild standura 
mink trapped totalled 2,866 and 
were valued at $70,217. 

Squirrels and muskarts’ brought 
highest returns for the trappers. 


Squirrels totalled 1,488,240 and 
were valued at $714,355, while 
456,860 muskrats brought $63y,- 


604. Ermine, or weasels, number- 
285 for a value of $162,421 
and beavers, valued at $148,366, 
totalled 12,282 trapped. 

Blue fox were few in number 
and low in value. A single blue 
fox was trapped, its value being 
only $6.58, and four ranch-raised 
blue fox averaged $19 each,

According to the Dominion 
weather office, the mild) weather 
we are enjoying his been exceed- 
ed only by the high temperatures 
of the 1919-20 winter. 

Hundreds of farmers now liy- 
ing ‘in Stony Plain and Central 
farther south will 
have tragic cause to remember 
that winter of 33 years ago. 

On October 20 a Toot of snow 
fell and never left until May, get- 
ting deeper and deeper until there 
was at least four likely. five feet 
on the level. 

It was indeed a mild avinter but 
stock found the. snow poor feed, 
and thousands of cattle perished, 
Some coils of hay and stooks lay 
under the snow too deep to lo- 
cate, but even those who had all 
gathered in had not enough, and 
the general shortage made it im- 
possible to supplement the supply 
at any price. 

Long lines of rigs lined up at the 
R.R. stations to. get their small 
allotment when the M.D. or other 
dealer could produce any, at 
prices of $60 to $80 per ton or 19¢ 
to 22c a sheaf. The writer himself 
paid $75 for three loads of straw, 
for I was wintering 25 head of 
cattle, seven of which were heavy 
ailking cows fresh in October. 

That winter there was really 
“ree enterprise” in the cream 
usiness, for a While, as one com- 
“any was entering the creamery 
tne and was determined to get the 
ream, They would raise the price 
lc or 2c per Jb. and the others 
would follow suit until we got from 
75e to 78e a lb. A 5 gallon cream 
can at $15 was a great help in buy- 
ing feed. 

Farmers can tell harrowing tales 
of that winter of the big and long 
snow, ‘even though it was a mild 
one.

Dr. Ballantyne reported the 
spread of the disease in confirm- 
ing a communication from a _ pio- 
neer northern Alberta  medival 
practitioner that the rabies epi- 
demic was not over. Last October 
Dr. Rankin returned from Fort 
Vermilion, 350 miles northwest of 
Edmonton, and announced tle 
epidemic had been stamped out. 


FROM BAD TO WORSE 

Dr. Mary Perey Jackson of Keg 
River, 125 miles southwest of Fort 
Vermilion, said the situation had 
gone from “bad to worse” in her 
district and that eight hogs and 
two steers had died of rabies there 


in the last few weeks. 

Dr, Ballantyne said this is be- 
lieved to be the first time in 
Canada’s history that rabies has 
spread to domestic animals, By 
Dec. 1 it had infected 20 cattle, 


13 hogs and six horses as well as 
“a fair number” of dogs. 

Seven persons in the 
milion area were 
against the disease.

The federal geological branch, 
said Mr. Prudham, made surveys 
of oil and natural’ gas areas of 
Alberta long before the turn of the 
century. The industry still looks 
to the federal geological pranch 


for much information. 

The federal government still is 
attemptng to find a way to de- 
velop the tar sands of northern 
Alberta, estimated to hold some 
900,000,000 barrels of oil. 

The solution would be found 
only through co-operation of fed- 
eral and provincial governments 
and private enterprise. 

The. Alberta government, he 
said, has done little to help the 
coal industry although it has re- 
ceived ‘millions in) royalties. The 
federal government has paid sub- 
ventions to the industry and has 
contributed $200,000 to a McGill 
University experiment with a coal 
fired gas turbine engine. 

Mr, Prudham. said Mr. Low had 
stated that Alberta: has the best 


health insurance system. in the 
world. The federal government 
deserveu some credit for its con- 
tributions, amounting to about 
$3,000,000 this year for hospital 
construction and. better health 
facilies. 

The federal government had 
contributed to education in. Al- 


hberta, to forestry conservation 
and. toward constructon of a trans- 
Canada’ highway. The Alaska 
Highway could not be used to 
full advantage. because the Al- 
berta government had not built 
connecting links into the rich 
Peace River area. 

Mr. Prudham said the Social 
Credit: party could claim no mo- 
nopoly. on Christianity. While 
making such a claim, the 
frduentiy made misleading © dis- 
torted and unfair criticism of fed- 
eral government policies. 

If any claim could be made of 
good government in Alberta, it 
was due to the lack of Social 
Credit policies rather than the 
application of them.
